The figures of births and deaths shown In this statement 
for week ending the 25th October 1952, relate to 182 
towns with on estimated population of 24,070 thousands. 
The total n amber of towns is 281 and their population is 
34-764 thousands. Thus 65% of the total number of towns 
representing 69% of the total population is covered in this 
srtatement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 19,844 and 8,394 representing birth and 
death rates of 42 ‘9 and 18 ‘1 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) Stale * (Parts A A O).— The data here relate to 158 
towns with an estimated population of 21,190 thousands.
